During the entertaining conveaes just closed,
Henter bhnd a great deal o say about his honora-
ble competitor’s race-horse  record-—detnllin
with evident satisfaction the many dodges o
the gifted Stokes to ralse the wind in a pecu-
ulary point of view, though the clever devices
ufl-uulmgml his borses’ (ails aud besmearing
the wpoble Deasts with red, white, and blue, or
any other color to make n betting man belleve
that the horse he saw was not that horse, but
some other horee.  An old man of the monn-
tains recently told me of one of the explolts of
the sugncious Stokes in the matter of paint,
whieh pald bim better than & seat in Congroess,
Years ago, the fame of “Arlel” was as
widessprend a¢  that of his master now,
GAriel” was a famous war-horse belonging
to the now fumons Stokes, and acknowledgzod
to bo tho fastest horse io the South. A wealthy
planter of Georgin, and a great ndmirer of fast
siock, advertized far and wide that he had a
horse which could outrun any horse in Alabama,
Georgla, or Tenneasse, except Ariel (nobody
disputed Arfel'as clalm to be the fastest horse in
the three States). and that e was ready (o pus
£20,000 upon his favorite. He gave the pubiic
plainly to understand that he wounld ron against
any animal within the three named States, ¢x-
ceping old Arwel.  Of course Ftokes heard of
this tempting offer, for nathing relative to horses
ever esenped his attention, and he thonght he
wonld go down and win the 20,000,  Acting at
ouce upon the resolution, he procured several
Kinds of paint and halr dye and changedthe color
of his renowned horse until no one would tnke
him to be Ariel. Thus prepared, Stokes sot his
eagle eye in the direction of Georgla, and was
ooy, on the ground (o compete for the L L
The race eame off, Ariel came out, head and tail
up, three lengths nhead: the sagneious Stokoes
pocketed the money and eut for home, But the
trick was Tound out, und o posse of outragod
citizens of Georgin came near eapturing the man
who had eaptored their money.  But, troe to his
fume, Ariel bore his master over the border at
240 speed, leaving the discomfited encwmy =o far
behind that they returned to their homes poorer,
wiser, and better men, In the langunge of my
informant, *this Is what first gave Stokes n
start In the world,  After that he keot golog up
and up, antil the first thing we knew he went to
Longrese.

The London Echo, of Aung. 18, says that the
commission :;w-niule-al to Inquire Into the penal
code of the North-German Confederation has
made the following repory, showing the chiel
differences between that proposfed and the exist-

ing Prossian code., 1. According to the existing
el fourteen erimes w which the
penn iy « s altnched; v is now proposed
1o red aber tothree, npuely, premoedi-
da . ligh treason, and assaulls op the
Wl of the State. The other erimes formerly

punishable with death were petty treason, be-
trayal of the Interests of the ¢ouniry, unpremt-
ditated murder committed during the commis-
<jon of a erime, arson, making breachies in
dmng of rivers, damaging railways, telegraphs,
and budrs, wreeking, polsoning wells and
springs, whenever these offenses led to the death
of an individuasl, These crimes are to be pan-
ishahle with peual servitude for lfe. 20 The
mwinimum term of hard labor to e reduced (rom
two venrs 1o one, and the maximum from twunty
to fifteem. The loogest term of imprisonment
from twenty years, 5. Cendemnation to hard
labor not to invelve forfeiture of property nor
sequestration. 4. In ea=es where o fine 13 in-
fieted in adddition to Imprisonment, it is nos o
exceed two years, If the erimingl s tried for
other offenses the total amouni of imprisonment
awirded iz not to exceed four years, 5 Con-
demuation to penal servitude s not necessarily
to involve loss of civil rights; this is to be loft to
the decision of the judge, with the following
exceptions:—Perjury, extortion, and exciting o
detiuchery, The deprivation of these richits
in CASOY of mprisonment not L4
excerd the longest term which cin be adjudgzed;
thut is to ény, ten years, 6. Atter having com-
pleted one-half of his term of penal servitude of
inprisonment, the eriminagl, if be has condnered
himeself well in prigon, is to be liberated condi-
tionally, and may obtnin the rémission of i
remainder of his senfence. 7. The nomber of
offenses which formerly left the eriminal after
hig liberntion from prison under the survelllince
ol the police to be considerably reduced in num-
ber, and o all cases the right o exercise this
surveillance must be decided by the judge. 8,
The mere attempt to commit an offense is not o
be punished with the same severity as whea the
offense Is completed, Also in the latter cass
when the offender has not aeted of his own free
will. 4. No child nuder twelve yeurs of are to
Le amenable to the eriminal law.
